Evergreens are taken up with balls of earth, a prac¬ 
tice we recommend.

Every care is 
taken at the Nursery to provide against exposure 
during digging and transporting of all our stock, 
especially the Evergreens. 

How to Ship Evergreens.

H ARDY Herbaceous plants are those whose 
roots are hardy and remain alive from 
year to year and whose tops die an¬ 
nually to the ground and are classified under 
this heading. It includes such splendid gar¬ 
den plants as Preonies. Iris, Larkspurs, etc. 
The great ease with which these plants can be 
grown and their great variety of color and 
form and season of bloom makes them indis¬ 
pensable for the garden. Of late years, there 
has been a steadily increasing demand for this 
class of plants as well as a great improvement 
in the varieties, so that they now make an im¬ 
portant feature in the business of many nur¬ 
serymen. We are making them a specialty at 
the nursery, growing them in large quantities 
out in the open fields under the most favor¬ 
able conditions.

I F pot-grown strawberry plants are set out in well-prepared ground 
during the months of September or earlv October, they will pro¬ 
duce a good crop of berries the following season.

The question of when to plant is most important. Practically all hardy trees
